THE LAST DAY. 
NEW YORK, August 6.— Dr. Tanner entered 
upon the last day of his fast at noon. His 
pain is intense and ever since last night every 
move be makes either induces emesis or 
causes eructations of gas. A chemical analy- 
sisof the fluid from his stomach, it is 
claimed, shows that the fast has been 
honestly conducted. Every hour he walks 
around the enclosure without assistance, that 
the spectators may see him. Atl a. m. he 
was quite sick. Fifteen minutes later he 
was lying on his cot with his knees 
drawn up to his stomach. He asked the 
watchers to notice his breathing without 
giving a reason therefor. His respiration was 
found to be fourteen to the minute and nat- 
ural. He fell asleep again, but soon after 
made an effort to vomit. He brought only a 
small quantity of matter. After a sleep of an 
hour the Doctor again drew himself up in a 
heap and soon had another 
ATTACK OF NAUSEA, 
vomiting mucous and water. Tbe sugges- 
tion that a mustard plaster be put on his 
stomsch was scouted by the Doctor, who said 
nothing would rélieve the discomfort but 
beef, wine andiron. He remained quiet and 


comfortable until nearly eight, when 
be ejected from his stomach two 
ounces of water tinged with bile. 


He was given at 8:15 two and a half ounces of 
water, which was soon followed by another 
attack of nausea. A mustard foot-bath made 
him quite comfortable again, however. At 10 
o’ciock the Doctor drank four ounees of water 
and then, descending to the lower hall, walked 
one lap. He repeated the pedestrian per- 
formance at 11 and 12 o’clock, and in the in- 
terval drank three ounces of water. At noon 
he declared his condition good.

Arrest of the Burglar Who Killed 
John McMahon.

Pleasant Relations with the Sister Re- 
public—Mexican Students ilu St. Louis 
schools. 

The exhibition of a large collection of the 
leading products and marufactures of Mexico 
at tte annual Fair last year and the premi- 
ums awarded to the euterprising Mexicans 
who sent those goods produced an excellent 
effect, which is set forth in a late issue of the 
Mexican correspondence of E! Comercio del 
Valle, of this citv: 

As the railroads to and through the north- 
ern and western States of Mexico are now 
heing rapidly constructed, the time is at 
rand whenthe merchants and business men 
of this city must vrouse the m-e) ves to a sense 
of self-interestin securing for St. Louis her 
due sbare of thi< valuable trade. 

When built, the railroad will not be a rail- 
road from St. Lonis to Mexico, but one eon- 
necting everv citv in the countev with that 
Republie. Sothe competition for the trade 
will be a fierce one, and the victory, as in mo-t 
eases of this kind, will be with the lo- 
culity that demonstrates the most energy, 
enterprise and pluck. St. Louis bas, un- 
doubtedly, all the natural and moral advar- 
tages now in ber favor. But these will 
be compelled to recede before the superior 
push and enterprise of rival cities unless the 
merchants move at ence in the important 
matter. 

As an evidence ofthe favor in whieh St. 
luis is regarded in Mexico the reporter 
learned from the Mexican Consul in this 
eitv that letters of inquiry are 
coming to bim by every mail from 
Mexico for agricultural Implements, mining 
machinery. railroad materials, furniture, and 
almost every class of manufactured articles. 
It is evident from this that our manufacturers 
must make themselves known in the 
principal cities of Mexico before they can 
expect to receive these orders direet. An 
evidence of the popularity of 8.

The Great Society Event in the British 
Metropolis. 
London Cor, New York World. | 

One of the most successful entertainments 
given in London for many years past was the 
‘* Bachelors’, Ball,“ held the night before las 
in the splendid mansion bui:t by“ Baron 
Grant“ for himself, but now to be let to Mr. 
James Keene or any other American million- 
aire who wishes to come over and cut a dash 
in — The idea of the ball was not, o 
course. a new one, but it was carried out in a 
more brilliant manner than anything of the 

Kind ever held before in London. The ball re- 
centiv given by the“ Blues““ (Horse Guards) 
in their new barracks overlooking Hyde Park 
was comovietely cast into the shade. It Will 
never be heard of again. Some one witha 
genius for organization must have been on 
the committee. ‘The house itself is very easily 
decorated in skillful bands, but the ingenuity 
and trouble—to say nothing of the enormous 
expense—brought to bear upon {i last Thurs- 
day woula have turned a stable into 4 
palace of beauty. On the gardens alone 
thousands of pounds must have been spent, 
for nearly ali the flowers which bloom in ter- 
reces and walks were brought from *‘nurse- 
ries’’ at a distance. Between thirty and 
forty thousand colored lamps and lanterns 
were used in the grounds, and the lake was 
made to resemble a scene in an Arabian tale. 
‘To crown all, the night was superb—the moon 
at the full, the sky without a cloud. This in 
itself must almost be regarded as an unusual 
incident, for there has really been no summer 
in London—nothing that you or your readers 
would call as ummer. Thunder-storms and 
rains bave been almost incessant. It would 
be a great mistake, however, to suppose that 
London weather has prevailed all over Eag- 
land. In a part of Sussex, where I spenta 
good deal of time, there has scarcely been any 
rain since April last, and not a single thun- 
der-storm, although once we heard thunder 
at a distance. Thesun has shone out bright- 
ly nearly every day, and in all respects the 
weather has been simply perfect. London 
bas now a climate of its own, winter and 
summer, and it is the worst in the worid. 

The bachelors who gave this ball are, of 
course, all extremely well known in the se- 
ciety of the day. Among them was the young 
Duke of Portland, the lucky heir of the Ben- 
tincks and the possessor of a fortune which 
goes far beyond even the dreams of ava- 
rice.“ In these days a large fortune soon 
melts away under the combined influences of 
the turf and the gambling club. Horse rac- 
ing, especially as understood and comducted 
by some noble Lords, will in course of time 
send almost any man to the Jews, but it is 
deemed the proper thing now to combine it 
with baccarat, and between the two even the 
Jews cannot keep a man upon his legs.

there were names which certainly would not 
have passed muster underavery rigid re- 
vision, no matter upon what recognized prin- 
ciple it had been based. The “doubdtful’’ 
ladies are precisely those who are most eager 
to be invited on these unusual occasions. It 
ig hard if they do not happen to be on friendly 
terms with some person of influencein the 
management, and as a rule they have had to 
press their request in the particular way 
which it is most diffisult to refuse.

mony, one with the other, and for the purpose 
of mutually henceforth assuming all the duties, 
relations and obligations thereof, do hereby 
make this our joint declaration. First Tnat 
our names, ages and residences are: First 
A. B., aged twenty-eight years: residence, El 
Dorado county, Cal.; and second, C. D., aged 
sixteen years: residence, Sutter county, Cal. 
Secondly—That we hereby declare ourselves 
married one with the other, and bind our- 
selves to observe all the obligations of matri- 
mony. Thirdly—That the day we assume 
such is the 19th day of July, 1880. Fourthly 
—That the marriage has not heretofore been 
solemnized by us. In witness whereof we 
have, this 19th day of Judy, A. D. 1880, set our 
hands. Signed, A. B., C. D. Witness, E. 
F., G. H.

The Population of California, 

“ | From the Sau Francisco Alta, July 25. 

The incomplete report so far received from 
the census Officials indicates that the popula- 
tion of California has been overestimated,two 
of the chief errors being in the size of San 
Francisco and the number of its Chinamen. 
Confident assertions were made that our city 
had 60,000 Celestials,and some members of the 
Constitutional Convention voted for the ex- 
clusion of the yellow men from the calcula- 
tion for State apportionment for the avowed 
purpose of reducing the influence of the me- 
tropolis. They carried their point, but it 
seems that they will fail in their main object, 
since San Francisco has one yellow to twelve 
white inhabitants, while many other coun- 
ties have, relatively, twice, and some four 
times, as many. The population of many por- 
tions of California has fluctuated much with- 
in a few years, andsome of the towns have 
declined considerably within the last five 
years—perhaps more in business and conii- 
dence than in population. Among these, 
Eureka, on Humbodt Bay, and Santa Bar- 
bara, deserve mention. Bodie has gained 
much since 1877, but is not so populous as it 
was a year ago. Monterey was almost sta- 
tionary for thirty years, and was even de- 
prived of the County Court-house, which, 
however, it will probably soon regain, asa 
new era of prosperity seems to have come fer 
it. The gold-mining towns on the western 
slope of the Sierra Nevada, south of Piumas, 
bave made little or no advance. The greatest 
relative increase has been in the couaties 
bordering on San Francisco and San Pabio 
Baus, the southern part of the San Joaquia 
Valiey, aud the sub-tropical coast.

A RATTLESNAKE FIGHT. 


Fourteen of the Reptiles Slain by Twe 
en. 


{Scranton (Pa.) Cor. New York Times, Aug. 2. 


Isaac Baker, a veteran snake-fighter, exhib- 
ited to the Times reporter this morning 
the skins and ratties of fourteen rattlesnakes 
which he had just killed, after a lively fight. on 
the mountains west of Scranton. Baker, who 
is employed as a locomotive engineer on the 
Delaware,Lackawanna and Western Railroad, 
went to the mountains with his father -in-law, 
Stephen Wheeler, to select some stones for 
the purpose of building a house in the sub- 
urbs, and after walking about for some 
time, was startled to fine two monster rat- 
tlesnakes lying at his feet. Fortunately, each 
of the men carried a heavy stick, and Baker, 
who is an expert in the business, immed iate- 
ly pinned one ef the reptiles to the ground, 
and after a short a short season of squirming 
and rattling cut its head off with his jack- 
knife. Wheeler, who engaged the other mon- 
ster, had more trouble in dispatching 
it, as he had never encountered sucha foe 
before. It sprang at him several times, but 
by a dexterous use of his legs he managed to 
keep out of the way, while he dealt the 
snake several effective blows with his club, 
and fnally killed it. One of the snakes meas- 
ured four feet six inches in length and had 
sixteen rattles, and the other measured four 
feet two inches. Having disposed of the mon- 
sters and secured their skins and rattles 
Baker and Wheeler advanced to aclump of 
rocks for the purpose of making a close exam- 
ination of the stones. Their progress was 
impeded, however, by the presence of a fierce 
rattlesnake of monstrous size that stood hiss- 
ing and shaking its rattles inthe path. It was 
surrounded by eleven small ones. They were 
wonderfully agile, and their color was ex- 
ceedingly beautiful. The attitude of the old 
one set their rattles in motion, and incited 
them to join in the attack. For a time Baker 
and his companion hada lively fight. The 
large snake, which was evidently the mother 
of the others, fought with reat des- 

eration. With head and tail erect it 
hissed vigorously and shook its rattles loudly, 
while it sprang repeatedly at its antazonists, 
and sought to defend its young. Baker man- 
aged to keep at a safe distance, however, un- 
til an opportunity was afforded to deal the 
reptile an effective blow onthe head, and he 
struck it down. Then securing it to the 
ground with a heavy forked stick which he 
carried, he quickly cut off its head. As soon 
as the old one was disabled, the little ones 
took refuge in the shrubbery. Baker and his 
companion withdrew a short distance, and 
then the eleven came from thier hiding-places 
and moved about the body of the mother- 
snake with a hissing chorus. While there, the 
spake-hunters pounced upen and killed the 
young reptiles with little trouble,thus making 
fourteen in all. Baker said it Was rare sport 
killing the snakes, and he hopes to renew the 
fun next Sunday afternoon, when he will 
have an hourtespare. He is anxious to catch 
a large rattlesnake alive and civilize it by 
pulling its fangs. When the reporter suggest- 
ed that it would be a perilous undertaking, 
Baker said it had no terrorsfor him. as he 
had helped to do it before on several occa- 
sions, when he had accompanied a Pittston 
snake- hunter into the woods. The Pittston 
man caught rattlesnakes for a living, and 
made ita point to capture the ‘‘varmints”’ 
alive, then puil their teeth and sell the crit- 
ters. He said that showmen sometimes paid 
high prices for toothless monsters, as they 
were harmless and could be handled with 
impunity. 


DEGENERATE JAMAICA. 
Richest 


Decay of One of England’s 
Colonial Possessions. 
From the New York Times.! 

A century ago a nabob hailed from the 
West, rather than the East, Indies. When 
the novelist of that 1 set about to depict 
fabulous wealth and the acme of luxury, he 
went to Jamaica for his man. Tommy Mer- 
zon's papa, an extremely wealthy man, 
hailed Irom that famous island, and the pic- 
ture of Tommy taking an airing, attended by 
two negro slaves, lives in the memory of mil- 
liens of her Britannic Majesty's lieges in con- 
nection with their first ideas of spiendor. Up 
to that time, and for thirty years later, 
Jamaica was, in a certain wavy, the fashion, 
which East India never was. She even had 
ducal governors at quite an early date, the 
second Duke of Albemarle, son of the famous 
George Monk, having (attended by Sir Hans 
Sloane, the founder of the British Museum, 
as his physician) obtained the governorship, 
chiefly with a view to raising a sunken treas- 
ure ship, an object in which he was com- 
pletely successful; and long afterward came a 
Duke of Portland to reign ut The King’s 
House,“ as the Governor’s magniticent resi- 
dence was not inappropriately styled. Those 
were the days when the Beckfords, Storers, 
Ellisses, Lawrences, Tharpes, Scarlets, Vas- 
sails, and many more were deriving im- 
mense incomes from the island. Greatly 
would they have been astomished had they 
been told that a youth ofafamily which, al- 
beit — had fallen from its high es- 
tate and become merely provincial bourgeois, 
was goingto strip them of their spiendid 
position, None ofthose West Indian mag- 
nates who gave balls in Grosvenor square 
and drove curricles and barouches which 
were the envy of young nobles in Hyde Park 
had then even heard of William Wiſberforce, 
and no more suspected the source whence 
the blow to strike them was to come than did 
English Squires twenty-five years ago recog- 
nize their ruin in our own estern States. 
Emancipation was—to Jamaica especially—a 
complete prostrating blow. There was, it is 
true, acompensation gramted by Parliament, 
but it was amere dropin the bucket. The 
Jamaica znegro lost no time in show- 
ing tha he considered he had 
worked enough for all time. Asarule, he 
declined to do much more than would keep 
him. in some cases proprietors actually aban- 
doned their property altogether. Some staid 
and eked out a livelihoodon the wreck, while 
the best off kept an agent on the spot and 
lived in England on a tenth of their former 
income. Mus matters have gone on for many 
years, during which a large proportion of 
Jamaica property has been sold in the West 


Indies Incumbered Estate Court, and is no 


longer in the hands of the families of che 
Original proprietors. During the past fi ve 
years, however, an encouraging circumstance 
is found in the success of the importation of 
coolies, who take most kindly to the soil, de- 
sire to stay when their period of contract ex- 
pares, and seem likely to prove a very valua- 
le element; and more recently anumber of 
Cubans have soughta refuge there, who are 
reported to be prosecuting tobacco-culture 
with much success. A large proportion of 
the soil of the island has been allowed to lie 
almost fallow for so long that it probably 
would bear heavy croppipg, and if Jamaica 
tobacco gets a reputation at all equal to 
Cuban, there is no saying how soon the island 
will not once more assume a more important 
position among British dependencies. 


GOULD’S NEW SCHEME. 


A Northern Branch of the Union Paci- 
fic Railway. 
| Washington Cor. Chicago Tribune. 


Jay Gould, like other great men, has a 
weakness on which he prides himself, and 
that is a passion for being mysterious. Some 
of those in his employ are not secretive, how- 
ever. A gentleman who happens to bein 
Washington discloses to-day one of the gigan- 
tic schemes of the Pacific Road king. It seems 
that he looked very jealously last winter at 
the progress being made by the Northern Pa- 
cific people toward securing an extension of 
time for the construction of the road without 
forfeiting their immense land-grant. The 
company succeeded in inducing the House 
Committee to report in favor of a yeur’s ex- 
tension; that ap to have monished 
Mr. Gould that it was time to bestir himself. 
He has decided upon a coup d’etat that will 
be a severe blow tothe Northern Pacific en- 
terprise or else hurry its manager up material- 
ly. Gould’s plan is none other than to head 
off the new road by a branch of the Union Pa- 
cific 1 to Puget Sound. 

He has the mountains full of surveying 
parties ali summer. They have pushed their 
exploration rapidly iu all directions to dis- 
cover the best route for the enterprise, taking 
Cheyenne as a starting point. Gould has two 


objects in view. He will get to Puget Sound | 


ahead of the other fellows with their road, 
for one thing. but he is also confident that he 
can make a half-way stopping place, as it were, 
that will pay—that is, atthe National Park, 
on the Yellowstone. He thinks hecan turn 
thousands of summer tourists in this direc- 
tion that will insure the profitable venture 
thus far, and afford anew starting point 
whence he can push and cross the unknown 
wilderness to the Pacific shore. He is look- 
ing every day for his surveyors of the first 
hundred miles to report, and will decide up- 
on the course and undertake to build this 
much before January 1 next. He thinks he 
will pass within twenty miles of Fort Lara- 
mie, and thence ontothe vicinity of Fort 
McKinnie, where the road will lead west 
through the 1 country to Lellowstone 
Park. From this point nothing is fixed as to 
the route, but surveyors are looking over the 
country, and it is believed that the best track 
will be discovered along Snake River and 
across the south of Bitterroot Mountains. The 
speed with which the enterprise is pushed 
from the National Park will depend some- 
what upon the progress made by the North- 
ern Pacific Company, is Gould's only object 
is to forestall them or frighten themintoa 
suspension of work if possible. He will not 
easily yield the monopoly of the Pacific coast 
business. He willalso build a branch from 
the new line near Laramie to the seaboard, 
thus opening the Black hills by a route that 
will make unnecessary further parley of the 
Chicago and Northwestern for the right of 
way from Fort Pierre across the Sioux Reser- 
vation. 


A New American Comedy.

Miss Dickinson 
has had a great success atthe West with her 
readings of ‘*Aurelian,’’ and has acquired, 
according to excellent Western authority, 
new and strong powers of dramatic ex- 
pression.“ She has had several offers to bring 
out *“‘Aurelianm’’ upon the stage, but declines 
to do so until she can accomplish it with sat- 
isfaction. It is conceded to be an acting as 
well as a reading play. being full of **busi- 
ness” and ‘‘situations,’’ besides affording 
opportunities for a magnificent mise-en-scene. 
In fact, it is said to be the nearest toa 
Shakspearean play of any modern dramatic 
production, and a brilliant career as a dram- 
atist is predicted for the author by her 
friends. Miss Davenport’s comedy makes the 
fifth play produced by Miss Dickinson in an 
incredibly short space of time, considering 
their length and importance, the other four 
being Anna Boleyn,” Test of Homor,’’

DAM THE SEWER. 


— 


Bold Attempt to Kscape From the Au- 
burn Prison. 
[Anburn (N. Y.) Cor. N. X. Sun, 4th. | 


About three weeks ago Joe Coburn inform- 
ed Major Boyle, Deputy Warden of Auburn 
Prison, that a **break’’ was on foot, and that 
six or eight long-term prisoners had laid a 
plan to escape by crawling through the sew- 
ers. Coburn told Major Boyle that the plan 
of the convicts was to dig down and tap the 
sewer beneath their shop. The prisoners 
would have to cut out two iron gratings in the 
sewer before they could enter it. Coburn 
could not find out who were in the plot to 
escape, altough he did his best to post the 
Deputy as to the movements of the convicts. 
Joe * his ayes and ears open, and on Sat- 
urday his vigilance was rewarded. He suc- 
ceeded in ingratiating himself in the faver of 
one of the conviets who propesed to make the 
bold and perilous strike for freedom, and 
from him learned that some of the convicts 
from the fmishing shop of Foxell, Jones & 
Co. were about to escave by entering the sew- 
er that runs under that shop, and thence north 
into Wallstreet. As the way was narrow and 
low, the convicts would have had to crawl 
along on their hands and knees some distance 
in the slime and filth of the sewer, and then 
be compelled to wait in the mouth 
of the sewer until dark before they 
could come out into the open air. 

Coburn at once ran toinform Deputy Boyle, 
who, with Hallkeeper J. S. Brown, left for 
Wall street, accompanied by Coburn, to in- 
tercept the convicts at the sewer’s mouth, on 
the north side of thestreet. The convicts 
had managed to dig down to the sewer unseen 
by their keepers, and as their shop is only a 
small room off the main ahop it is not under 
constant surveillance, ordinarily requiriag 
only an occasional looking over by the officials 
in charge of the premises. This allowed the 
men sufficient intervals in which to excavate 
the opening, and they went into the und. 
Deputy Boyle and Capt. Brown waited at the 
sewer’s mouth for the convicts to show up, 
having just removed the stone cover which 
rested over the edge of the ‘street cutter. 
When the first head appeared in the sewer, 
some six feet below the surface of the street, 
Maj. Boyle hailed the leader, ordering him to 
come out. The fellow proved to be McCarthy, 
ringleader of the gang, a heavy-built man, 
who had all he could doto force his large bulk 
through:the dark and reeking passage, which 
is only seventeen inches wide and about four- 
teen inches deep. When he heard the 
deputy’s voice he was for 2 moment unmann- 
ed, but he called to the six behind him: 

a Boys, here's the deputy waiting to receive 


us. 
Then, as though to dam up the sewer, Me- 
Carthy drew his body up and declared that 
they would alldrown before they would be 
recaptured. But this raised a howl from the 
others, and they begged of him to climb out. 
He was, as he declared, paralyzed for the 
time, and unabie to move, but he soon re- 
covered sufficient energy to make the exit, 
and was followed by Lent, a big blacksmith 
who weighs neariy 200 pounds. Leaving 
Capt. Brown to hold theothers below, Depu- 
ty Boyle took the pairtothe north gate and 
delivered them up. He then returned and 
superintended the exit of Roberts and Shee- 
han, who came next. After these had been 
sent in O’Brien, Boyle and Paxley came out 
ofthe sewer, completing the gang. The 
were hardly able to stand from weakness. All 
were soaking wet from the water in the sewer, 
which at times nearly reached to their chins. 
Lent was in a terrible plight at one point of 
the subterranean passage. Just where the 
sewer enters the wall from the street it drops 
six feet lower. The connection is through an 
upright box six feet high, and so small that 
the burty convict at one time became fastened 
inthe trap. His elbows were severely scraped 
by the struggle to get througn. 

After the gang had been locked up a young 
thief, who had once made his escape from the 
penitentiary by crawli through a sewer, 
was taken out by Major Boyle and lowered 
into the opening on Wali street to get what 
things the convicts had left behind. The fel- 
low evidentiy had no love for the task, and 
had to be driven to it. He passed up three 
hats, three bundles of clothing, shoes, a tin 
lantern, a box of matches, and an empty wal- 
let. He was then helped out and the cover - 
ing stone was replaced. Four of the gang 
were twenty-year mem, one for life, one for 
seventeen years and a half, and one for five 
years. 

Jee Coburn, by his course in discovering 
the plot and giving it away, has earned the 

ratitude of the officials. The prison authori- 

ies were very anxious that the attempted es- 
cape Bhould not be exposed. It seems hard 
ly possible that the convicts could have made 
such headway in their push for freedom if 
proper vigil d been enforced. But for 
the shrew of a fellow convict ia discov- 
ering the plot and his promptness in giving it 
away to the o §, seven of the worst eriml - 
nals in Auburn would have gone scot-free. 


The Luscious Tomato.

It is a popular fallacy that the luscious and 
health-preserving tomato has its origin as an 
article of food inthis country. But while 
there is some reason to believe it was first 
foundin South America it was evidently 
cultivated centuries ago in Mexico and Peru. 
Dodoens, the Netherlands herbalist, mentions 
the tomato as early as 1583 as a vegetable to be 
eaten with pepper, salt and oil. It belongs to the 
nightshade family, and was used in cooking 
by the Malays more than a century anda half 
since. It is extensively raised in Southern 
Italy, and employed there as an accompani- 
ment to nearly every dish, particularly to 
macaroni. But neither there nor anywhere 
else in Europe is it commonly eaten as it is 


here separately and in quantities. In England | 


it ts sparingly produced, requiring a hotbed 
inthe spring. and is in eee high- 
priced. The Italians formerly calieg it golden 
apple and now call it love apple, as It was once 
designated in this country. The appearance 
of the tomato on the table has greatly increas- 
ed io Europe within a few years, but in no 
land is it a regular dish—mucb as it is used 
for a sauce abroad—as in the United States, 
vas itis also pickled, preserved and con- 
ected.

Ar the conference between Mr. Gartield

The True Story of Her Death and 
Burial.

A Bright Life Ending in a Suieice's 
Grave. 


Ruby Tierson, the beautiful cyprian, who 
attempted a most dramstic suicide in St. 
Louis in Julv, which was detailed fully in 
these cotumes. has been more successfu! in 
New York, and her dead body is now lying in 
a hasty grave in Long Island. Little by little 
the story of ‘her life is slipping outand becom- 
ing public. Ida Vance, who claims to know 
the whele history of the poor unfortunate. 
still declines to make any of ber 
information public. Probably Ida does 
not ow any more about it than anybody else, 


as the chances are that Ruby did not te.) even 
her landlady all about herself. A gentleman 
who knew Ruby at home says that there is no 
aoubt that she isthe same Lucy Hamilton 
who was at Claverack College, N. V., in 1877. 
The ring found upon her deaa body marked: 
$C. C. Hi. R. I., 1877, is only cumulative 
evidence of this fact. Allof tbe facts in the 
ease were printed inthe PostT-DISPATCH at 
the time of Ruby’s first attempt.

Case is to be Tried by Court. 
John Cloos, a hackman, was arrested by 
Officer Perno last evening, at the instigation
